Forks First Introduced In Queen Ellz 


abeth's Time. 


None of the sovereigns of England 


had forks till the reign of Henry VII. 
All, 
high and low, used their fingers. 


Hence, in the royal households there 
was a diguitary culled the ewer, who, 
vith a set of subordinates, attended at 
the meals with basins, water and tow- 
els. The survival of ewery.was evi- 
dent after forks had come into fash- 
ion. We learn wnen James I. enter- 
tained the Spanish ambassador at a 
(iii'iner "their majesties washed tlie'r 
builds v.'itb. water from the same ev,-u?. 
the towels being presented to the kins 
by the lord treasurer aud to the queen 
by the lord high admiral." The Prince 
of Wales had a ewer to himself, which 
was afterward used by the anabasis- 
doi. 


The first royal personage in Eng- 


land who was known to nave a fork 
ivat Queen Elizabeth, but i: is doubt- 
ful whether she ever used it. Fonts 
came so slowly into use that they were 
employed only by tn'e higher classes 
in the middle of tne seventeenth cen- 
tury. 
About the period of the Revo- 


lution, 1GS8, few English 
noblemen 


had more than a dozen forks of silver, 
along wiili a few ci iron and steal. 
At leugih the steel fork .came in for 
iitoeral use and was manufactured at 
Sheffield. At first they had two prongs, 
but afterward another prong was add- 
ed.—London Modsrn Society.

the Standard Oil Trial 


BLOWTOTHE GOVERNMENT 


Maximum Fine of Only $270,000 Is 


Now Possible as Compared 
With 


Judge Landis' Assessment of $29,- 


240,000 In the Original Case—El- 


; kins Law Appears to Have Failed In 


Its Greatest Test 


Cldcago, Feb. 26.—From 
Judge 


Lacdis' fine of $29,240,000 to a pos- 
sible maximum flue of ?720,000 is a 
far cry, but that is admitted to be the 
meaning of a ruling made by Judge 
Anderson in the re-trial of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company of Indian?, for al- 
leged rebating. 


The1 ruling was informal and was 


made for thi purpose of expediting the 
hearing, but although the government 
has 
the 
privilege 
oE presenting 


further arguments. It is practically 
certain that there will be no change 
In the ruling when it is formally en- 
tered . 


The decision of the court of appeals 


•which reversed Landis' 
fine 
ruled 


against the view of the jurist that each 
ciirlot of oil on which a rebate was 
accepted constituted a separate of- 
fense. 
There were 1462 of these car- 


lots, the freight charges for which 
were paid in thirty-six different set- 
tlements. 


Judge Anderson Interpreted the de- 


cision of the appellate court, which, 
he said, served as his guide, as im- 
plying that these alleged rebates ac- 
cepted after each of the thirty-six 
settlements 
constituted the unit of 


offense. The appellate court, however, 
did not so state explicitly, nor did i', 
clear up the point whether the 
al- 


leged offense was a continuous one, 
the whole forming a single violation 
of the Elklns law. 


Judge Anderson's ruling was a se- 


vere blow to United 
States 
District 


Attorney Sims and his associates in 
the prosecution. 
He and his assist- 


ant, James H. Wilkerson, had ar- 
gued that each shipment, of which 
there were 500, making possible a 
maximum fine of $10,000,000, con- 
stituted an offense. 


This view Anderson declared 
he 


could not understand. 
He said that 


It had not been made plain what com- 
prised a shipment—a trainload, a car- 


lot", 
or a gallon. 


Mr. Wllkerson argued that the fine 


which would be possible under the 
court's ruling would serve merely as 
a license to a great corporation. On 
this point Anderson said, In effect: 


"That Is a consideration which has 


no weight with me whatever. 
I am 


not concerned with the effectiveness 
of;the statutes, but with their ' in- 
terpretation and application. 
If the 


view that I have taken has the effect 
that h'as been stated, this is a, matter 
for the law-makers to consider. 
If 


their laws are Inadequate, let them 
supply a remedy." 


.The reversal of Judge Laudis' de- 


cision was a telling blow, but Thurs- 
day's was crushing, according to law- 
yers for the 
defendant. 
A fine of 


$10,000,000, it was believed, would 
suffice to indicate that the government 
had the power to deal efficiently with 
alleged corporate evils. 
Anderson's 


ruling, It Is said, removes even that 
chance.

Washington, Feb. '>G.—By an over- 


whelming vote and without party dis- 
tinction, the house of 
representa- 


tives sustained the committee on ap- 
propriations in again reporting a pro- 
vision in the sundry civil appropria- 
tion bill restricting the operations of 
secret semee detectives of the treas- 
ury department. 


The 
discussion 
arose 
over 
an 


amendment by Mr. Bennett (X. Y.), 
striking out the provision limiting 
the field of operations of the secret 
service. 
A. similar paragraph in the 


last appropriation bill is wliat gave 
rise to the president's strictures upon 
members o£ congress. 


Mr. Bennett entered a general de- 


fense of the secret service detectives. 
His remarks were listened to Intently 
by Mr. Smith (Hep. la.), 
who on 


their conclusion spoke of the numer- 
ous 
special 
agents, 
postoffice 
in- 


spectors and others, "every one ol 
whom," he said, "is of a higher and 
nobler type than the members of the 
so-called secret service." 


He vehemently declared, in spealc- 


ing of the secret service, that it wan 
a matter of common knowledge that 
one of the requisites of a detective 
was that he should be a 
"commoi. 


liar." 
The secret service men, he 


charged, were worthless, "and," hc- 
sald, "nowhere except in the vain- 
glorious boastings of Chief Wiikie am 
the testimony of men who did not 
know anything about it did I find thai 
it (the secret service) had done any- 
thing except in the watching of juron 
and the like." 


Mr. Smith suggested that if de- 


tectives were necessary to hunt dowr 
jurors they should be assigned 
bj 


the department of justice and. not bt 
taken from the force in the counter- 
feiting section ol the treasury depart 
ment. 
In prior years, he said, the 


abuse of the field of operation of th< 
secret service was only incidental, 
but now it had become an enormity. 


Mr. Smith referred to the assassina- 


tion of President 
McKinley 
and 


seemed to use all the 
invective 
he 


possessed. 
"The only president as- 


sassinated since the service men were 
detailed to watch the president," bt 
said, "was when President McKin- 
ley was shot down at Buffalo with 
(• 


secret service man by his side who 
was unable to observe the approach- 
ing murderer with his bandaged hand. 
That man did not even capture the 
murderer." 


Then with the expression, of bitter- 


ness still on his face he slowly re- 
marked: "But it took a man with a 
black skin to capture the assassin."

In the main he was addressing 
himself to the work of the secret ser- 
vice agents in Colorado in a certain 
alleged land fraud case, one of whom, 
he stated, was a. horse thief.

Deacon Francis P. Harvey of Strat- 


ham died on Thursday from the effects 
of the burns which he received by his 
fall in the Congregational church last 
Sunday evening. Mr. Harvey was in 
the act of lighting the lamps far the 
evening service when he fell and the 
flames from ihe light sei fire to (ho 
church and also to himself. They were, 
however, extinguished by a neighbor, 
v.-ith bi'.t litile damage to the church 
and with but slight damage, the only 
loss being one of the windows, which 
was nearly destroyed.

sustained severe burns about the arras, 
shoulder and back, anil has been criii- 
cal since the mishap, and he died yes- 
terday about noon.

SNAKE V.'ORSHIP IN INDIA. 


.Carried on With Great Ceremony by 
! 
the Natives. 


Serpent worship and the propltia- 


] lion of snake divinities which once 


j spread all over Asia still maintains 
| a tenacious hold on the little native 


States of Cochii' and Travaucore, on 
the southwest coast of India. Here 
Hindoos high ;>.nd low revere the cob- 
ra as they cli'l a thousand years ago, 
and it is considered a heinous crime 
to injure ihe reptile or neglect its in- 
terests. 


In the district of Travancore alone 


there are between fifteen 
thousand 


and twenty thousand shrines dedicat- 
ed exclusively to the worship 
of 


snakes which possess extensive and 
valuable properties for their mainten- 
ance and for Uie cost of me cere- 
monies which the keepers have to per- 
form from time to time. 


In these shrines the Hindoos set 


(iG--n fantastic idois of serpents on 
a stone base, and the shrine is pro- 
tected by a mud wall. 
Householders 


to assure their welfare should make 
offerings of dough, milk and cooked. 
rice to the serpentine habitues of the 
shrine and place lights and chant 
hymns in order to be assured ef their 
favor. 


livery morning the king and queen 


of the serpents is haihed and fruit 
and milk are offered to them, to be 
followed at noon by cooked rice and 
fried grain. 
On certain days 
the 


idols iu grove and household temple 
are carried in procession to the house, 
where propitiatory offerings are made. 
The presiding functionary must be 
that eldest female member of the fam- 
ily who has to practise celibacy from 
the day she attains the position. 


At famous snake festivals at Trav- 


ancore pious folk gather from all 
parts to join in the worship, bringing 
offerings of gold, silver, grain, pepper, 
spices, oil, sandal wood, silk and oth- 
er things. The cost of the festivals 
is defrayed by the revenues of the 
poppy fields and gardens attached to 
the shines. 
It is believed that un- 


less the ceremonies are conducted 
with reverence the largest, cobras of 
the. grove will come out and show 
themselves to the members of the 
house. 
The natives also believe that 


snake bites in the neighborhood of 
these shrines never prove fatal. Be 
that as it may, deaths from snake 
bites are very r.-.re, though 'many 
groves contain as many as thirty cob- 
ras and the shrines in Travancore 
number between fifteen and twenty 
thousand. 


The snakes of India are rarely ag- 


gressive, but generally keep to them- 
selves, and, being so kindly treated 
and benevolently attended, it is not 
astonishing that they become docile 
and harmless. 
All over Travancore 


the people when they see a snake ap- 
proaching say, "The god is coming," 
and make way for the divinity. 


Children play fearlessly about the 


groves while their serpentine friends 
are gliding about or basking In the 
sun, 
and havs never been known to 


be harmed. 
When the groves be- 


come overrun with serpents the sur- 
plus population is removed and sent 
to ether shrines, certain pious Bra- 
hmins being especially applied to for 
this purpose.

supply of the essential elements tor 
soldiers; and not the least of these 
was pay. 


Parallel with this question arises 


the fact that a soldier's profession is 
a trade in exactly the same sense that 
Carpentry, 
masonry 
or 
rnechan'cj 


are a source of livelihood, and tu 
maintain an effective, disciplined ar- 
my, the renumeration must be com- 
petitive with the price paid in civilian 
life. So in the War of t'ae Rebellion, 
after the supply of volunteer -enH=t- 
rpents had been practically exhaust- 
ed, the authorities did not ap'iesl 
to the partiotism of the nation, but 
to the .pockets, in the shape of a 
bounty, and this certainly did meet 
the situation for the time being. 


The days of going to church with 


a rifle over the shoulder have beeu 
forgotten, the menace of the Indian 
of the West has passed, there is uni- 
versal security practically from one 
end of the country to the other, and 
the soldier's'weapon, once so necess- 
ary for self-preservation, is used on- 
ly as a diversion in the few remain- 
ing game centers, and in the target 
galleries. 


With this has passed the fellow- 


feeling for the man who must face 
physical annihilation at the call of 
a. principle and the order of his su- 
perior. 
So that the first question 


asked by a prospective recruit is,the 
momentous question of pay, and hit- 
first mental action is a comparison 
between the soldier pay and that of 
his former occupation. The attrac- 
tive recruiting posters do not state 
much about the actual advantages op 


u soldier's life from a patriotic point 
oi view, they dwell upou the pay 
iind the allowances, and somewhat of 
course upon the change of life in- 
volved. 


Go the great fallacy that each and 


every American is a soldier by in- 
stinct and race if a rifle is but plac1 


ed in his hand, Is pathetically appar- 
ent to-day. This was indeed true io 
a certain extent when the edge of 
the forest might harbor the savag? 
Indian, but that has long passed, and 
the ::<.Tformances of our citizen sol- 
ilJery, such as at Bladensburg and 
at Qjc-'jrjstovvn, and later in the earl- 
itr iJays of the Civil War, does no^ 
itf.f:L-t any great amount of credit 
::n /. iiK'rita. 


A r.iodora army to-day mus't be 


oi'J.ariiitcd upon a business basis if ,t 
nr.ist compete for men wi,th the ::i- 
Juitria! world; the soldier must r«- 
irc-ive ad equate pay and allowances 
to lie contented, disciplined and e-li- 
'j;c;it. ;:o that the present scaie yf 
\>::y, existing since 1810, botli for 
uJIicers and enlisted men, is totally 
inadequate to warrant making the 
:'.rnjy a career for the best men of 
ti;e nation, and the American Army 
should be of th« best the country car.

It is doubtful, however, it 
it is any more prevalent iu China 
than is excessive alcoholism in our 
own country and it is also question-' 
able whether its effects are worse than 
those of whisky.

ago, when it was forcibly introduced 
by the English in order to dispose 
of the poppy crop of India, In fact, 
it was not until after the opium war 
of 1S41 that the vice was at all pre- 
valent in the interior. This war was 
the result of opposition on the part 
of the Chinese government to the Im- 
portation of the insidious drug, which 
they realized to be an evil likely to' 
undermine the institutions 
o£ their 


civilization, the oldest on the earth. 


It is popularly supposed that 'near- 


ly all Chinese indulge in the opium 
habit but, as a matter of fact, the 
percentage of those who use the drug 
is small. They are, however, of all 
ranks, from the lowest "coolie" to the • 
wealthy and governing classes. "' 


'me "opium den" grows out of-the 


fact that considerable apparatus' Is 
necessary for the enjoyment of the 
drug.

Congress, President Roosevelt today 
appointed a commission to consider 
(.he number, location and size of navy 
yards necessary to keep the navy in an 
efficient- state of preparedness for war.- 
The commission is composed of Rear 
Admirals A. T. 
Mahan) 
Charles 
S. 


Sperry, commander in cbief of the At- 
lantic battleship fleet; Richard Wain- 
wright, one of the squadron comman- 
ders, and Capt. Cameron McR. Wins- 
low, on the part of the navy; Maj.-Gen. 
.1. Franklin Bell, chief of staff; Major- 
Gen. 
\V. W. "Wotherspoon, president of 


ihe War College, and Brig.-Gen. Wil- 
liam Marshall, chief of engineers, on 
iho part of the army. 


The President desired Congress to 


authorize the appointment of such a 
•joimnission, but the House Commit- 
tee on Naval Affairs refused to make 
provision for it in the appropriation 
bill. 
Senator La Follette offered an 


amendment ta the bill authorizing the 
appointment of such a 
commission,

would be served by the abandonment 
of the yards- at Charleston, Port Roy- 
al, Key West, Pensacola. and New Or- 
leans, also probably the one at Mare 
Island and the suhsliiulion therefor of 
mother yard at San Pedro or some 
ether place in the southern part of 
California.
